We are in- 
form'd likewife that to Fudge whether any Aftion pro- 
ceeds from the Principles of Mechanic Powers of the 
Body immediztely performing fuch an Aétion, and 
Kkewife with the Mechanical Powers of all Ambicnt 
Bodies which do any ways affe& the faid Body. 3dly. 
We are inform'd that in order to know whether any two 
Ideas ave contradi@tory to each other, Men oughe to be 
acqainted with the Natures of ‘em both, and conf:- 
quently we know mot (by the former prop.) whether the 
Attions of a Bruce proceed from Mechanifm on that 
confidevation alone. athly: We are inform’d that 
God Almighty Created nothing in vain, and that were 
it poffible for him to have Created Machines capable cf 
performing a Finite Series of Abtions equa. to thofe 
of a Brute, be wou'd never have Created a Soul too, 


becaufe fuch a S-ul (if the former Suppofition be true) 


woud probably have been Created and kept in being to 


no purpofe, orin vain. §thly. Some tell us that where 
either we know nothing at all of the Truth or Falfhood 
of a Propofition, or where other Evidences on bith fides 
are equal, yet our affent ought to inciine to that fide 
which makes moft for the Honour of God, and the 
highest Apprehenfions of hw Power. If you hl pleafe, 
Gentlemen, to Refolve thy Queftion, fuch a favor 
will higly Oblige,

A. To thefe Rules laid down by the Querift, 
we muft beg leave to add one more without which 
it feems impoflible for us to arrive ro any Know- 
ledge of the Effects and Manner of Operation in

the Works of Nature, which is, that the Rule of 
Analogy muft take Place in our Reafoning upon 
fuch Things as fall not under the Reach of our 
Senfes; and confequently, that like Effects mvft be 
allowed to proceed from like Caufes, By a warty 
ufe of this Maxim we come toa difcuvery of Truths 
which wou'd otherwife lye concealed: But with- 
out it, we cannot be certain of any Thing with- 
out us. It is only by this Rule that one Man can 
be {ure that the Actions of another Man proceed 
from the {ame Principles or Caufes with thofe thar 
he obierves to be in himfelf or that he Judges other 
Men to have Reafon as well as himfelf. For fince 
he knows nor the urmoft Powers of Bodies, he can- 
not demonftrare to himfelf that the reft of Mankind 
are not meer Machines, without underftanding or 
Will, and wholly Govern’d by the wonderful Ope- 
rations of Marrer. Now no Body will own fo abe 
furd a Thought as this is, notwithftanding his 
wanting means to be affured of the contrary, And 
yet whoever afcribes all the Actions of Brutes to 
Mechanic Principles is not guilty of a much lefs 
Abfurdity and Contradiction to the grand Maxim 
of Reafon we have laid down. Every one will 
grant that there appears at leaft a Similirude of O- 
perations in Menand Brutes, and that the Actions 
of fome Bru:es carry in them an appearance of as 
great or greater Choice, Sagacity and Reafon than 
are in fome Men. And yet we fay thar the Prin- 
ciples of one Man’s Actions differ from thofe of a- 
nother not in Nature bur only in Degree. For even 
in Ideors and Intanrs ( whole Actions appear much 
lefs Rational than thofe of fome Brutes) all will al- 
low fome fmall Principles of Reafon, and that 
they are nor meer Machines or under a neceffity 
of performing fuch a Series of Actions as proceed 
wholly from Mechanical Principles. Why fhon’d 
we then affign a different Caufe for the Aétions of 
Brute Creatures, when by the Rule of Analogy the 
fame ought to be allowed in bow? To alledge a 
Poilibility of the contrary, becaufe we are Igno- 
rant of the Powers of Bodies, is but a weak Argu- 
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ment, and.(as we have Inftanc'd) may ferve as 
wel! 0 overthow all other Rational Conclufions 
concerning Nature, becaufe without any neceiiity 
it {uppoies that Effects may be the faine, whole 
Canles are notwithitanding quite differenr, and 
thereby deftroys thaf )Sioplicicy and Uniformity 
which we admire inthe Works of Nature, and in, 
ftead thereof introduces a Superfluous Variery, or (if 
we may (o (peak) Luxury of Cautes, But this Reflects 
upon the Wildom of God, and therefore according 
to rhe Querifts 5¢/. Rute makes for our Opinion, 
which is the Actions of Men and Brutes proceed 
from like Principles, their Ditterence as to Rarional 
Faculties, feeming to be Chiefly this,, thar Men 
are capable of general and abftracted Ideas, which 
is an Excellency that the Faculties of Beafts can 
by no means attain to, being Converfant only about 
particular Objects. ‘Tis in this, according to Mr. 
Lock, that the Species of Brutes are difcriminand 
from Man. This is the Difference by which they 
are wholly feparaied, and which at laft ‘widens to 
fo vaft a Diftance.

A. The Teftimonies of the Ancients are fo pofi- 
tive in this Point, that they canuoc be rejected with- 
out giving more convincing Proots to the contrary 
than any we have yet feen. Str. Ferome, fays, St. 
Matthew, Writ his Gofpel in Ferufalem, ‘oon after 
the Death of Crit, in Favor of the Fers that em- 
braced the Chriftianm Faith, and for thar Reatfon he 
Writ it inthe Language of the Country, which 
was the Chaldee or S)riac Tongue mixt with Hel rew 
Terms, but was the fame with that which in the 
New Teffament is called the Hebrew Tongue. The 
fame is reftified by Papias as he is Cited by Exf-d. 
in his Hist. Lt, 3, Chap. the laft; by beneus 
Lib, 3%. Chap. 1. by Se. Chryfoftem, St. Epi pransus, 
St. Achanafius, St. Cyril, St. Augu/tin and moft of 
the Ancient Wrirers, the Multicude of which will, 
we hope, Excafeus from the redicus Work of Cite- 
ing the Places. In fhort there ts no Ancient Writ- 
er of Nore that maiatains the conrrary: For this 
was a matter of Fact and not of Opinion, and 
therefore nO wonder there is fuch a Content a- 
mongft them, St. Ferome farther affures us that 
in hisown Time he faw an Hebrew Copy of this 
Gofpel in the Library at Ceferea. But it is paft dif- 
pute that the Original Hebrew of Sc. Matthew is 
now loft, and allo that the Greek Verfion which we 
now have is very Ancient, fince according to the 
Teftinonies of St. Ferome and St. Auguftin it was 
extant even in the Time of the Apofties. But who 
was the Author of this Verfion we will nor pretend 
to determine, becaule the Teftimonies of the Fa. 
thers of greate(t Authoriry thwart one another in 
this Point. We have perus'd what a late Cele 
brated Commentator upon the New Teftament has 
Obje&ed againft thefe Authorities, but mutt freely 
own (tho with Submiffion) that his Objections 
feem to us to have but little Force in them, and we 
believe every Impartial Reader will be of the fame 
Opinion. 

_Q, Gentlemen of the Apollo, I d-fire that you 
would be pleas'd to tcl me who was the first Inventor 
of Building Houfes with Brick, and how long fince 
at was Invented ?

took the firft hint of Building Houfes from Swat. 
lows Nefts, and therefore they madé@ them firft of 
Clay, and Rods and Branches ot Trees, this being 
the moft eafy Cement to that rude Age of the 
World. The firft Houte of this ktnd was Built by 
Dortisthe Son of Célitis Bat the tirft Inventor of 
Baildide with Bricks; és by Diodorus Sicu'ws {aid to 
be Veta the Daughier of -arurn and Rhea. Sone 
Buildings are of later Date, the firft Inventor of 
which was Cadmus at Thebes. You fee then thar 
Profane Writers are particular in their Accounts of 
this kind, but notwith{tanding their thew of Fx. 
actnefs we ought nor to fearch for the Originals of 
Things in them ; firice according to Holy Scripture 
they ®re of much Ancienter Dae. We make nh 
Doubr bur Adam himfelf has the bef Title to rhofe 
Inventions, which were fo hightv neceffary for his 
own as well as Childrens Comfortable Subfiitence, 
At lealt that both Bick and Stone Building are as 
Ancient as Seth his Son, Fcfephus cettifies, faying, 
that Serb Buile (Wo Pillars the dne of Brick, the o. 
ther of Stone, upon which he Writ {uch Sciences ag 
wou'd be moft uleful to Pofteriry. From whence 
we may juftly prefoaie, that the City which the 
Scriprure fays Cain Built-and called afrer the Name 
of his Sem Evoch (Gen. 4. 17.) Was Built with 
the fame Materials. ' 

Q. Apollo, Amongft all the Diversions our Centry 
take Pleafure in, notiing appears to me fo Ab/urd, 
Ridiculous and Contradittory to Reafon, as Gaming 
High, Can a Man enjoy any Real Delight, when he 
win thofe Outrages and Paffions, Gamefters are ufually 
Subje& to.
